MORE than 400 homes could be 
built above shops in Harlow town 
centre. 

A consultation will be held for 
residents and retailers to have 
their say on Addington Capital’s 
plan to flatten and rebuild the 
block which adjoins Broad Walk, 
Market Square and West Gate. 

The proposal would create 442 
residential units and 3,100sq m of 
commercial space. 

Alex Wagstaff, partner and 
head of retail at Addington Cap¬ 
ital, said: “This is an exciting 
opportunity to redevelop an area 


of Harlow which has been some¬ 
what neglected over the years. 

“We hope this new approach of 
building residential properties in 
the centre of Harlow will bring 
new activity and vibrancy to this 
part of the town centre.” 

Some of the premises are 
already empty and Little Walk 
was shut and demolished in early 
2015. 

The remaining businesses are 
aware of the redevelopment plans 
and further discussions will be 
held with the tenants. 

Florist Bernard Chapman, the 
longest-standing trader in town, 
will be one of those affected with 
his business, Bernard Chapman 


Ltd, based on Broad Walk. 

He said: “For any new shops it 
is imperative that we have a vari¬ 
ety of businesses. We need to have 
something that can attract people 
in from other towns. 

Coffee shops 

“All we seem to have at the 
moment is coffee shops.” 

Mr Chapman said he was plan¬ 
ning to visit a consultation into 
the plans on Friday November 25 
from 11am to 5.30pm and the fol¬ 
lowing day from 10am to 4pm at 
Unit 74 of the Harvey Centre, next 
to Burger King. 

Members of the project team 
will be on hand. 


Addington Capital has also sent 
a letter detailing the plans to all 
businesses and residents within a 
mile of Harlow town centre. 

There is also no current date of 
when building work could start. 
After the consultation Addington 
Capital will approach Harlow 
Council for planning permission. 

The new announcement follows 
news that several new businesses, 
including Starbucks and Xer- 
cise4Less will open in the former 
Marks and Spencer unit in Broad

Boy’s plea

Schools face big cuts in 
funding, unions report

SCHOOLS in Essex could face funding 
cuts of £56 million in the next four 
years, according to research carried 
out by trade unions. 

The National Union of Teachers 
(NUT) and the Association of Teachers 
and Lecturers (ATL) released the data 
last week. 

They predict Stewards Academy 
could lose £1 million by 2020, equi¬ 
valent to £971 per pupil or 28 teach¬ 
ers. 

Lose 

Passmores Academy is predicted to 
lose £963,000 in funding, while Burnt 
Mill would stand to lose £882,000. 

The Department for Education has 
branded the figures “irresponsible 
scaremongering” and said they were 
based on outdated calculations.

Mary Bousted, general secretary of 
the ATL, said: “The Government must 
increase funding for schools. 

“If it just reallocates the existing 
budget many children will lose out, 
with some of the most deprived hit 
hardest. 

“The formula for schools’ funding 
must not be reformed while making 
real terms cuts to spending. 

“All children deserve a fair chance 


BIG LOSS? Passmores Academy 
could be £963,000 worse off 

to succeed and should not suffer 
because schools are under-resourced 
and teachers over-worked.” 

Kevin Courtney, the NUT’s general 
secretary, said: “No head teacher 
should be put in the position of 
increasing class sizes, leaving build¬ 
ing repairs undone or cutting staff and 
resources simply to balance the 
books. 

“Nor should any parent accept this 


for their child. We are one of the 
richest countries in the world. We can 
and we should be funding our schools 
properly.” 

In total, schools in Harlow would be 
set to lose just short of £6 million, 
according to the research. 

Badly affected 

Other schools which are predicted 
to be badly affected are St Mark’s West 
Essex Catholic School, losing £594 per 
pupil, Mark Hall Academy, £410 per 
pupil, and Hare Street Community 
Primary School, £354 per pupil. 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Education said the report was entirely 
speculative and was “unfair on 
schools and parents”.

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Chief executive vows he will turn it around after trust was put in special measures 


6 I am the man to 


get this hospital 
back on its feet’

PHIL Morley said he is the right 
man to turn around The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital Trust after it 
was placed in special measures. 

Mr Morley, the trust’s chief 
executive, described the infirm¬ 
ary in Hamstel Road, Harlow, as 
being the most challenged he has 
come across in three decades. 

After inspections this summer, 
independent health and social 
care regulator Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) rated the trust 
“inadequate” and listed a number 
of shortcomings. 

Committed 

But Mr Morley remains com¬ 
mitted to the challenge and said: 
“If you can make it work here, you 
can make it work anywhere. 

“I’ve always wanted to go to 
places where it’s really tough and 
spend three to five years trying to 
help the organisations give fant¬ 
astic care. 

“I’ve got a team now who really 
care about this place. It is the 


friendliest hospital I’ve ever 
worked in and I’ve been in the 
NHS 34 years now.” 

On his own position, Mr Morley 
said: “It’s about putting the right 
leaders in place and is not just one 
person. 

“I’ve got skills, experience and 
history. There are things I have 
done well and not done well. 

“I bring a care and passion for 
patients. I care about the quality 
of care we give. My heart is 
here.” 

Mr Morley, who took over the 
trust in 2014 after previously man¬ 
aging a hospital in Hull, identified 
a number of deep lying problems 
that are impacting the hospital’s 
progress. 

One in five nurse roles and one 
in four doctor roles are still 
vacant. The chief executive said 
the lure of London or Cambridge 
hospitals makes it harder to 
attract staff to Harlow. 

At the same time there are 5,000 
births a year at the hospital, 
which is double the number it has 
capacity for. Surges in accident 
and emergency admissions have 


left PAH at black alert, meaning 
no more bed space is available. 

He added: “I always take 
everything personally, you 
wouldn’t be human if you didn’t. 

“It’s at least a five-year journey 
to try and get this trust back on its 
feet. Harlow suffered from years 
of underinvestment, neglect and 
missing out on capital that was 
available to other organisations. 

“It’s been just left to get on with 
things, and it’s got to a point 
where that’s not tenable any 
more.” 

Buildings 

Harlow councillors have sug¬ 
gested that Princess Alexandra 
needs a new location. To this Mr 
Morley said: “The buildings have 
been here for 50 years, they’re 
well past their sell-by date. 

“I think the best solution is 
either extensive investment in the 
current site, which is not great 
value for money, or try to find 
enough capital to get a new green 
field site somewhere around us.” 

Professor Mike Richards, chief 
inspector of hospitals, wrote in a

CQC report: “We have rated PAH 
inadequate overall due to con¬ 
cerns in safety, responsiveness 
and leadership.”

Since the announcement in 
October, trust chiefs have sub¬ 
mitted sustainability and trans¬ 
formation plans to shape the 
hospital’s future development. 

The Minister of State for Health 
will meet Mr Morley who is hop¬ 
ing to also see Jeremy Hunt, the 
Secretary of State for Health, who 


last visited in 2015. 

Mr Morley added: “I think it’s 
important to say there are good 
issues in the reports. 

“For a patient’s quality of care, 
our outcomes are really good. We 
have got some of the lowest rates 
of infection in England and the 
number of complaints has 
halved.”

PASSENGERS are concerned 
about the future of three of Har¬ 
low’s bus routes. 

EOS Buses had plans to with¬ 
draw the 87 service which runs 
from west Harlow to Epping and 
TrustyBus will pull their 392 
which runs from Harlow to Hod- 
desdon and the 505 which con¬ 
nects Harlow with Waltham 
Abbey and Chingford. 

Robert Halfon, MP for Harlow, 
has got involved in the debate and 
said: “I have had a number of 
residents contact me who are wor¬ 
ried about the potential with¬ 
drawal of bus routes in Harlow. 

“I have already been in contact 
with Essex County Council 
and the relevant bus pro¬ 
viders to voice my con¬ 
cerns and have requested 
an urgent meeting to dis¬ 
cuss with them fur¬ 
ther.

“I will stand up for residents 
living in Harlow and surrounding 
villages who rely on these vital 
bus networks to go about their 
daily lives.” 

TrustyBus, a Roydon-based 
company which is managed by 
Galleon Travel, had already 
stopped the 392 at weekends 
because of low demand, but will 
stop the service all together in 
January. 

Mark Bowden, commercial dir¬ 
ector of Galleon Travel, said: 
“This has been done due to declin¬ 
ing passenger numbers and 
increasing costs. 

Numbers 

“The service is no longer viable 
as a commercial operation. 

“Essex County Council is 
doing an impact assess¬ 
ment as we have sup¬ 
plied them with 
passenger numbers 
and if this comes out 
positive I am sure they 
will try and provide an 
alternative.” 

He added that the 505 
will be taken off the 
road for the 
same reas¬ 
on in the 
new 
year. 


EOS Buses started the 87 on 
September 1 and it passes through 
Sumners, Staple Tye, Katherines, 
Jack’s Hatch, Epping Green and 
Epping town. 

After a three-month trial the 
company’s management decided 
revenue was not what it needed to 
be and a date of December 17 was 
listed for its withdrawal. 

But there could still be hope for 
passengers as, after a large social 
media campaign, the firm’s bosses 
have reconsidered the decision. 

Chris Hunn, transport man¬ 


ager for EOS, said: “Following a 
rather large and unexpected 
influx of emails and phone calls, 
we have reconsidered and applied 
to continue the service. 

“We have revised the schedule 
so it starts slightly later, and 
finishes slightly earlier, but 
provides a regular bus every 30 
minutes as opposed to the current 
20 . 

“During the day the service 
reduces to run every hour 
between 9.30am and 3pm. 

“We are currently awaiting the 


bus regulators to approve our 
application, and once we have 
approval we intend to undertake a 
large door-to-door publicity cam¬ 
paign.” 

Beverly Le Long, a represent¬ 
ative of Sumners Residents Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “The service is 
absolutely brilliant, it is a ques¬ 
tion now of making people use it. 

“I live in an area that does not 
like traffic but there is never any 
promotion of bus or cycle use. We 
need a more substantive trans¬ 
port policy.”

WAR veterans joined residents 
and town leaders to pay respects 
to fallen heroes on Remembrance 
Sunday. 

Hundreds gathered around 
Netteswell Cross in Harlow Town 
Park for a service and two-minute 
silence as Reverend Albert Wat¬ 
son addressed crowds. 

The retired Harlow minister, 
returning to lead the remem¬ 
brance service after two years, 
spoke about his late father, also 
called Albert, who was a veteran 
of the North Africa campaign. 

Horrors 

He said: “He talked a lot about 
it. He told stories about some of 
the horrors he had seen. He said 
he had never known friendship 
again like he had known during 
the war. 

“He fought in the North Africa 
campaign. Life must go on and the 
horrors of war were offset by the 
good times.” 

In a touching moment, Rev Wat¬ 
son then explained he had formed 
a friendship with another North 
Africa veteran, a 98-year-old 
called Les, who was present at the 
ceremony. 

The talk paused momentarily 


as the pair exchanged a hand¬ 
shake. 

Commenting on the large 
crowds, Rev Watson afterwards: 
“The turnout was great and I 
think it reflects very well of Har¬ 
low.” 

Scouts marched, and also sold 
poppies, while Harlow Band 
played throughout, including the 
Last Post which marked the 
beginning and the end of the two- 
minute silence. 

As well as three hymns and the 
national anthem being sung to the 
brass band’s accompaniment, a 
passage from Micah 4 was read. 

Robert Halfon, MP for Harlow, 


led a procession of town leaders to 
carry a poppy wreath to the Har¬ 
low memorial. 

He tweeted: “Thank you to 
(event organisers) Harlow Royal 
British Legion for a special 
Remembrance Service today. 
Never forget.” 

Edna Stevens, chairman of Har¬ 
low Council, joined several other 
town councillors by the cross to 
pay respects. 

Norman Bryant, 92, who served 
in the Royal Navy in 1942, was one 
of several former servicemen to 
attend the ceremony. 

He said: “I am proud to be here 
and I will be laying a wreath.”

Councillor raises fears for safety of residents living in tower blocks

HARLOW Fire Station stands to 
lose its aerial ladder platform 
(ALP) months after Essex Fire 
Authority cut staff. 

Members of the authority’s 
policy and strategy committee 
approved recommendations to 
reduce the number of ALPs in 
Essex from five to four. 

The platform, which can extend 
from a fire appliance to reach up 
tall buildings for rescue opera¬ 
tions, is used an average of once a 
month in Harlow, which is less 
than the other locations of Col¬ 
chester, Chelmsford, Grays and 
Southend. 

Removed 

On this basis Harlow Fire Sta¬ 
tion has been identified as the 
most likely to have its ALP 
removed and Essex Fire Author¬ 
ity will finalise the plans at a later 
meeting. 

A spokesman from Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
said: “We are reviewing our spe¬ 
cialist appliances to ensure they 
are deployed at the most effective 
locations and take into account 
additional training and require¬ 
ments at those stations. 

“The number of calls for ALPs 


has been used has reduced, there¬ 
fore we are looking to reduce the 
number from five to four. 

“The ALP currently based at 
Harlow Fire Station has been 
highlighted as the most likely loc¬ 
ation for the ALP to be removed as 
it averages only one call a month. 
However, this has not been con¬ 
firmed yet.” 

He added: “The surplus ALP 


will be sold to another fire service 
in the region in order to reduce 
the cost of the communities in 
both counties.” 

In June Essex Fire Authority 
approved changes to create sav¬ 
ings of £6.4million. This decision 
means full time firefighters will 
be reduced from 570 to 432 while 
the number of call firefighters 
will rise from 437 to 456. 


Mike Danvers, who represents 
Harlow North on Essex County 
Council, opposed the reduction 
and thinks the fact it is rarely 
used should not matter. 

He said: “It is like house insur¬ 
ance, you do not stop it because 
you have not needed it. 

“That is the situation with 
these ladders. 

“It is a particular safeguard for 


people living in tower blocks.” 

Mr Danvers was one of two 
Labour county councillors who 
offered resistance to the motion 
with all other parties voting in 
favour. 

He added that the number of 
tower blocks in Harlow was an 
extra factor in why he thinks the 
ladders should have been retained 
in the town. 


Cineworld 
will open 
in time for 
festive fun 

THE new cinema complex set to 
open in The Harvey Centre will 
be ready in time for the festive 
season. 

It has been announced that the 
new Cineworld Harlow will open 
its doors to filmgoers on Friday, 
December 9. 

The 1,012 seat cinema will be 
home to six state-of-the-art 
screens, perfect for watching 
some of the latest Hollywood 
releases including Rogue One: A 
Star Wars Story, which will be 
one of the first to hit the big 
screen.

Council leader wants promise

THE leader of Harlow Council has called 
on Chancellor Philip Hammond to prom¬ 
ise investment in the town’s future in his 
Autumn Statement. 

Councillor Jon Clempner has written a 
letter urging Mr Hammond to consider 
seven infrastructure investments in his 
spending plan which will be published on 
Wednesday. 

They are: Four tracking of the West 
Anglia main line; extending Crossrail 2 
to Harlow; helping fund Mil junction 7A; 
support for town centre regeneration; 
relocating Princess Alexandra Hospital; 
refocusing of the new homes bonus and 
the retention of the 100 per cent business 
rates. 

Mr Clempner said: “I hope the chan¬ 
cellor will take notice and give this his 
serious consideration and make key 
pledges later this month to secure Har¬ 
low’s future. 

“Harlow, in its key location, can play a 


real role in helping to support the 
prosperity of this country but to realise 
its full potential, the town needs the right 
infrastructure and investment.” 

The council leader pointed out in his 
letter that Harlow is in the geographic 
centre of the London, Stansted and Cam¬ 
bridge corridor and argued the town’s 
location warranted investment. 

The Government has already invested 
in the Harlow Enterprise Zone and sup¬ 
ported the relocation of Public Health 
England to Harlow, which will bring hun¬ 
dreds of jobs to the town. 

Mr Clempner, leader of the town coun¬ 
cil’s Labour group, said: “If we can get 
that further investment from the Gov¬ 
ernment this will give a boost in 
confidence to the private sector that Har¬ 
low continues to be a great place to 
invest. 

“This is all about the council, the Gov¬ 
ernment, public sector partners and the 
private sector continuing to work togeth¬ 
er to improve Harlow and help our eco¬ 
nomic success and regeneration.”

DRIVERS caught using a 
mobile phone behind the wheel 
in Essex will no longer be 
offered educational courses 
instead of penalty points. 

Motorists committing the 
offence for the first time will be 
docked three penalty points 
and fined £100. 


The change came into 
effect last Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 9. 

Next year the penalty will be 
doubled to £200 and offenders 
will be docked six points. 

Essex Police is enforcing the 
change after the Department 
for Transport proposed scrap¬ 
ping educational courses in an 
concerted effort to change 
driver behaviour. 


In 2014 officers detected 5,094 
offences, which increased to 
5,702 last year. 

Steven Pipe, casualty reduc¬ 
tion manager at Essex Police, 
said: “We welcome the changes 
proposed by the Department 
for Transport and the results of 
the consultation which recog¬ 
nise the need to change driver 
behaviour. 

“Working with our partners, 


including the Safer Essex 
Roads Partnership, we run 
weekly road safety operations 
throughout the county. 

“I am always disappointed 
by the number of drivers who 
refuse to take notice of the law 
and continue to use their 
mobile phones behind the 
wheel. 

“Using any mobile phone 
when driving is dangerous. 
Mobile phones, handheld or 
otherwise, divert your atten¬ 
tion away from the road and 
slow driver reaction times. 

“Hazards on the roads can 
emerge very quickly and just a 
split-second lapse in concen¬ 
tration can result in a crash, 
serious injury or worse.” 

Imprisonment 

The changes follow a nation¬ 
al consultation by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport and the 
imprisonment of a lorry driver 
last week who was convicted of 
causing the deaths of a mother 
and three children in a crash in 
Berkshire. 

Mr Pipe continued: “The tra¬ 
gic events in Berkshire in 
August have highlighted the 
dangers of mobile phone use. 

“I can only hope these 
changes will see the dawn of a 
new era where drivers begin to 
take more responsibility for 
their actions and those of their 
friends and relatives.”

Helping wildlife 
in winter months 

WE can all struggle when the weather 
takes a turn for the worse, and our 
wildlife friends are often the most 
vulnerable to the extremes the elements 
take. 

They just need a bit of a helping hand 
sometimes. If you have a pond, check it 
every day for ice as toxic gases can 
build up in a frozen pond and may kill 
fish or frogs hibernating at the bottom. 

If a pond freezes over, carefully place 
a saucepan of hot water on the surface 
to melt a hole. Never tip boiling water 
onto or break ice with force, as this can 
harm fish. 

Keep your dogs away from ponds and 
lakes that are iced over. Thin ice may 
break under a dog’s weight. 

Also watch out for dogs’ paws 
becoming impacted with snow, which 
can cause discomfort. 

Keep an eye on outdoor pets. Provide 
extra bedding and be prepared to move 
them into a shed or unused garage for 
shelter. 

Don’t house animals, including birds, 
in greenhouses due to the temperature 
changes. 

Caution must be taken if they are 
housed in conservatories - it must be a 
suitable temperature.

HE prodigal sons of 
Harlow’s rock scene are 
returning to headline 
The Square next 
weekend 24 years after 
their last top billing. 

In the words of new music 
guru Steve Lamacq, The Tender 
Trap “threatened to be 
legendary”, when they developed 
a large following after forming 
in 1985. 

But like so many bands before 
and since, their huge potential 
was left unfulfilled as record 
company disputes stalled their 
progress. 

After being signed the four 
piece recorded an album which 
was never released and they 
ended up disbanding in 1992 to 
pursue other projects. 

Paul Howard, the band’s 
singer and lead guitar player, has 
gone onto achieve success in his 
own right as one half of Howard 
and Clack - with mandolin 
player Jo Clack. 

However, as The Square has 


been such an important part of 
the band’s history, Paul thought 
it was only right The Tender 
Trap reform for one last gig. 

Alongside original members 
Mark Walshe and Simon 
Lomond, and replacement 
member Tony Roche, he will 
perform at the Fourth Avenue 
venue on Saturday, November 26. 

Paul said: “We never had any 
intention of a reunion. It will be 
our first headlining gig in 24 
years, having played at The 
Square last year as a warm up. 

“This is us saying goodbye to 
The Square. It is such a shame 
and I cannot imagine Harlow 
without it, people of all ages will 
find it difficult to come to terms 
with it.” 

Paul said playing at The 
Square as an unsigned band was 
a highlight of their early career. 
He will open for his own band as 
Howard and Clack are down to 
support, as are Somebody’s 
Daughter and The Orphans. 

He continued: “I thought it 


would be weird to rehearse as a 
band again and play the old 
songs. But we got straight back 
into it. It was like we picked up 
where we left off.” 

He added: “We were about 19 
when we started in 1985. It was 
my first attempt at singing and 
writing songs. It was a real 
learning curve. 

“I regret signing to the record 
label. I wish we had just 
ploughed on but that is just the 
way it went.” 

Announcing that a show will 
be their last is a bold move but 
Paul said there is no desire to 
continue beyond their final 
performance. 

“If the people that come to see 
us are anything like the crowd 
we used to get we know they will 
be up for a good time.”

he pixie dust may have 
settled on Harry 
Potter’s cataclysmic 
battle with Lord 
Voldemort, but author 
J.K. Rowling isn’t ready to cast 
an Evanesco vanishing spell on 
her world of warring wizards 
just yet. 

Inspired by a faux textbook, 
written in 2001 to benefit Comic 
Relief, Fantastic Beasts And 
Where To Find Them is a 
rollicking spin-off set several 
decades before the escapades of 
the boy wizard, with a lightning 
bolt-shaped scar. 

It’s also the first film penned 
for the screen by Rowling and is 
a surprisingly bleak affair about 
tolerance, prejudice and 
integration that strikes an 
ominous chord following the 
racially divisive rhetoric of the 
US presidential election. 

“I know you have rather 


backwards laws about relations 
with non-magic people,” British 
magizoologist Newt Scamander 
(Eddie Redmayne) tells an 
American counterpart. 

Tensions between No-Majs 
(the clunky Americanism for 
Muggles) and spell-casting folk 
underpin every scene of David 
Yates’ visually sumptuous 
picture - the opening chapter of 
a five-film franchise that will be 
apparating into cinemas until 
2024. 

As origin stories go, Fantastic 
Beasts... is a crowd-pleasing 
doozy. 

Zealots called the Second 
Salemers, led by Mary Lou 
Barebone (Samantha Morton) 
and her adopted son Credence 
(Ezra Miller), preach hell and 
damnation in 1926 New York, 
following a reign of terror 
perpetrated by dark wizard 
Gellert Grindelwald (Johnny 
Depp). 

Newt Scamander (Redmayne) 
arrives in the Big Apple at the 
height of this paranoia, carrying 
an enchanted suitcase with 
hidden pocket-dimensions full of 
endangered critters. 

A No-Maj called Jacob 
Kowalski (Dan Fogler) 
accidentally picks up Newt’s 
luggage and releases 
otherworldly species in breach of 


the Statute of Secrecy. 

Beasties go on the rampage 
and Newt attempts to recapture 
them aided by Jacob, a former 
Auror called Porpentina 
Goldstein (Katherine Waterston) 
and her mind-reading sister, 
Queenie (Alison Sudol). 

Percival Graves (Colin 


Farrell), Director of Magical 
Security, is convinced that 
Newt’s illegally imported 
creatures are responsible for a 
brutal attack. 

He declares war on the 
fugitives in a city where dark 
forces are gathering. 

Fantastic Beasts And Where 


To Find Them reunites director 
Yates, who helmed the last four 
Harry Potter films, with other 
Hogwarts alumni, including 
editor Mark Day, production 
designer Stuart Craig and visual 
effects supervisors Tim Burke 
and Christian Manz. 

The look and feel of this 
opening instalment is 


comfortingly familiar, including 
John Williams’ iconic theme, 
which composer James Newton 
Howard appropriates for his 
score. 

Redmayne is a charmingly 
ill-at-ease hero, whose unerring 
dedication to creatures in his 
care draws fond parallels with 
Hagrid. 

Waterston is a spunky, if 
underserved, foil, while Fogler 
and Sudol - channelling the sex 
bomb naivete of Marilyn Monroe 
- illuminate their swoonsome 
romantic comedy subplot. 

The beasts are a menagerie of 
the weird and wondrous, 
including an emotionally needy 
woodland biped called a 
Bowtruckle and a long-snouted 
burrowing mammal called a 
Niftier, which hoards shiny 
things. 

Set and costume design, 
embellished with digital trickery, 
are flawless and No-Maj Jacob 
speaks for all when he first 
glimpses behind the wizarding 
curtain. 

“I don’t think I’m dreaming,” 
he tells himself. “I don’t have the 
brains to make this up!”

eductive lines and 
dynamic curves are a 
sure-fire way to grab 
the attention of a

The question is whether that’s 
enough to tempt someone to 
shell out north of £33,000 for 
even an entry grade model - in 
the face of some established and 
compelling rivals. 

This is the problem faced by 
Infiniti, Nissan’s luxury 
sub-brand, in trying to inspire 
confidence and buoy sales in its 
stylish sports saloon the Q70. 


0-62mph time of 8.9 seconds plus 
the potential to near double the 
upper speed limit while there’s 
an optimistic official average 
fuel figure of 58.9mpg. 

My own largely urban return 
was substantially below that 
mark on 38.8, which I would 
expect to improve on over the 
long term by about another

As for the driving experience, 
it’s a positive one as the Infiniti 
is well balanced, has a nicely 
weighted steering and slips 
seamlessly through the 
seven-speed automatic gearbox.

Soft leather seats with 
graphite inserts give the car an 
executive appeal while attention 
to detail like the small analogue 
clock makes a noticeable 
difference. 

Space for four is on the 
generous side of ample, though 
anything but short journeys for 
a centre rear passenger could 
prove uncomfortable as the 
centre position is perched and 
legs need to be splayed either

Also irritating is the fact that 
the electric seat adjusters are 
tight to the door frame, making 
them tricky to access.
